Chengchow, June 13. 

A large aren extending along 
the Lungchai line between Kai- 
feng and Lanfeng now has been 
‘turned into a vast sheet of ronr- 
ling waters, driving a continuous 
stream of refugees westward to 
Chengchow, as a result of the 
Japanese breaking of the main 
Yellow River dykes north of the 
railway. 

Rushing through the wide gaps in 
the dykes burst by Japanese artil- 
lery bombardinent, the flood, further 
swelled by continuous downpours 
during the last few days, swept hun- 
dreds of houses and inundated thou- 
sands of acres of farnis, to create a 
cotastrophe unprecedented for many 
years, 

Tens of thousands of refugees, most- 
ly women and children, have now 
urrived In the vielnity of Chengchow, 
destitute and deprived of all their 
worldly belongings, waiting for suc- 
cour. 

The Jopancse uction in flooding 
the Lunghal line area, it Is stated, 
wos actunted by thetr fear of the 
activites of Chinese guerilla forces. 
By inundatlng these places, the 
Japanese hope the position of the 
Ruerillns might become untenable. | 

Early yesterday morning, a 
squadron of more than thirty Japan- 
ese planes raided a targe area south 
ef the YeNow River with Chaotsun 
as their main target, Countless 
numbers of flood refugees were 
killed. 

To the north of the Yellow River! 
in north Honan, the similar action 
has been taken by the Japanese jin 
flooding the Wel River, Kwangehih 
River and Meng River aress.

The total deficit of Japan’s 
foreign trade from January to 
the middle of May this year is 
estimated at Yen123,1865,000, 
according to an_ interesting 
article on Japan’s foreign trade 


appearing recently in the influen- 
tial Tokyo Asahi Shimbun, which 
gives the total imports’ in the 
period as Yen1,029,693,000 and 
Yen906,588,000 respectively. In 
comporizon with the deficits of 
the same period in the past two 
years, the present one, the article 
says, ig about 73.4 per cent less 
than that of last year and about 
50 per cent Jess than that of 
1986. 


This decrease in deficit, the article 


goes on, Is apparently and mainly due 
to the severe government restriction 
on Imports and the limitation of the 
purchase of forelgn exchange since 
the outbreak of the “China Incident.” 
According to the provisional regula- 


tions governing foreign exchange and |. 


imports, any purchase of foreign 
exchange over Yen 100 must be given 
government permission, and 269 kinds 
of forelgn goods are banned from 
import since they are not necessities 
in the dally life of the nation during 
the “natlonal crisis.” 

However, it is estimated that not 
more than a decrease of Yen 30,000,- 
000 In imports per annum could have 
resulted from this ban on 269 foreign 
articles. It fs the strict. restriction 
jmposed by the government:on the 
importation of cotton, wool and tim- 
ber which Is responsible for the great 
decrease in imports in the first five 
months of this year, In which period 
the total import of cotton and wool Is 


worth approxlmately Yen442,000,000 |’

Sandwich Days 
Are Here! 


PPETITES are keen in the open- 

air, so that the appearance of a 

picnic sandwich is of less importance 
than its substance. 


Which does not mean that “door- 
steps” of bread should be used. In- 
deed, a lot of walkers prefer to rule 
put soft bread altogether, substitut- 
_ing for it thin, crisp toast, erispbread, 
cheese biscyits, or plain wholemeal 
biscuits. Afl these are very easily 
digested. ‘ 


Toast used for sandwiches should 
be split in half lengthways, and the 
filling put. between, Puffy cheese 
biscuits can be treated in the same 
fashion. Crispbread is improved if 
it is slightly heated in a cool oven 
before being used. . 


‘The filling is particwarly im- 
portant in a picnic sandwich, for 
it should provide the chief nourish- 
ment of .the meal. Meat mix- 
tures are less popular on the 
whole than cheese «and eggs, 
combined with mustard 
and cress, chopped watercress, pars- 
ley, tomato, or lettuce, make fillings 
as wholesome and sustaining as they 
are tasty.

BY KING GEORGE V._ 


Would Not Allow 
Attack on Friends ° 


King George V. warned the Kaiser two years before 
the war that if Germany and Austrin made war against 
‘Russia and France, Britain would not stand aside. 


George V. is revealed as an outspoken diplomat in 
Volume 10 of British Documents on the Origin of the War. 

On December 8, 1912. he wrote to Sir Edward Grey 
from York Cottage, Sandringham, marking his letter 
“Private”: 

“My Dear Grey, Prince Henry of Prussia paid me a short 
visit here two days ayo, . . . He asked me point blank whether, 
in the event of Germany and Austrian going to war with Russia 
and France, England would came to the aid of the two latter 
Powers. I answered ‘Undoubtedly yes, under certain circum.

KAISER IMPRESSED 


The Katser was linprossedt by 
King Geargo’s reply to his brother 
Writing to Sir Edward Grey of a 
meeting with the King, Shir A. Nicol- 
son said:

The Kaiser remarked “very de- 
cldedly that he had not asked the 
First Lord to Kict Reyntta, but that 
the First Lord seemed to have a 
‘habit of turning up unlnvited, os he 
had done at the Kaiser Manoeuvres.” 

The Kaiscr also sald he did not 
know how to take the First Lord; 
what he sald to him he thought Mr. 
Churchill transposed later, “He was 
a man who could not be trusted—he 
turned 15 points to starboard too 
often.”

hal fell into the hands of Jnpanesc.

MOVED PRESS HERE . 

The only refugee paper that suc- 
ceeded In removing {ts press to Hong~ 
kong was the Ta Kung Poo, This 
well-known newspaper wos estab- 
lished In Tientsin twenty years ago 
and a sister paper was founded in 
Shanghai’ in 1936. The Tilentsin 
issue resumed publication in Honkow 
immediately after the fall of Tentsin 
white the majority of the staff of 
the Shanghai Ta Kung Pao arrived in 
the Colony four months nxo, but 
publiention of the Hongkong issue 
was delayed owing to the absence 
of the press.

Another moonlight raid occurred 
over Canton Inst night when four 
separate squndrons of Japanese 
planes first.drepped bombs in the 
vicinity of Satchuen then.on the old 
power-house and the Pearl River 
Bridge on the East Bund, less than a 
mile from Shamcen. 

The explosions of the bombs 
rattled windows in Shameen. The 
“all-clear” was sounded at midnight. 

The new power-house at Saichuen 
suffered three more direct hits dur- 
ing last night’s raid. This puts the 
$3,000,000 German-bullt enterprise 
completely out of action for many 
months to come. 

Started in 1932, the power-houst 
only took over the supply of current 
to the whole of Canton, Including 
Shameen, last February, It is be- 
lieved the German interests will feel 
the loss of the station because the 
cost was to have come from working 
revenuc. 

It is understood that the bull of 
the cost hns not yet been pald. 

Meanwhile, Shameen faces a 
serious situation In the event of the 
old power-house bieng blown up. 
This old power-house now supplics 
the entire city and Shamecn.

REQUIRED 


All sorts of theories, simple 
and fancy, are advanced in these 
days to account for the unrest 
and strife in the world. Prob- 
ably one of the best of them is 
that mankind is in revolt against 
discipline. That is a vague sort 
of statement and needs some 
explanation. Rebellion, of course, 
is a constant thing in one form 
or another. Men rebel against 
jnjustices, real or supposed, 
against the social system, poli- 
tical methods and, finally, against 
law and order. And although 
some of man’s revolts have had 
painful consequences, they are a 
sign of vigour and of health, and 
in them is the seed of progress. 
That is not to say all revolutions, 
political and otherwise, arc right. 
Rebels may be misled, and 
fanatics there are who will 
attack and seck to wreck the 
soundest and sanest institutions. 
But inevitably all revolution is a 
struggle against some sort of 
discipline, though it may be 
originally directed against some- 
thing apparently entirely divorc- 
ed from laws and the law’s 
‘keepers. Wherever there is any 
attempt to govern there must be 
discipline, else the authority 
collapses and chaos results. A 
good citizen is one who 
recognises that discipline is 
essential to good order in his 
own and his neighbours’ lives, 
but, for one reason or another, 
even the best of citizens forgets 
that discipline is the essential in 
democratic as in other forms of 
jgovernment, and is misled into 
thinking that all discipline and 
all authority are handmaidens of 
autocracy. The fallacy 
obvious.

At the same time, cight transports, 
londed with Japanese _ soldiers, 
gathered in the vicinity of Tatung 
apparently waiting for a chance to

Followihg a torrentin! rain yester- 
day morning, which swelled the river 
considerably, the Japanese ships have 
shown more activity than hitherto. 

At noon yesterday, ten Japanese 
vessels stenmed up to Tatung und 
one of the ships, a transpart, made 
preparations to land. Large nuniocrs 
of Japanese soldiers, in several steam 
Jaunches, approached the shore but 
were repulsed.

sible by means of clothing, boots, 
trinkets, or a sear. 

Limbs were found, but many 
bodies were entirely missing. 

In one case a father identified 
his infant child by a button 
sewn on his shirt the previous 
night. Another was identified 
by his collar, one by her over- 
all. 

The dead and mutilated body 
of his own little five-year-old son 
was the first that the school 
caretaker, who assisted in the 
rescue work, extricated. He 
died shortly afterwards from 
the shock of his discovery.

DISCIPLINE 
REQUIRED 


All sorts of theorics, simple 
and fancy, are advanced in these 
days to account for the unrest 
and strife in the world. Prob- 
nbly one of the best of them is 
that mankind is in revolt against 
discipline. That is a vague sort 
of statement and needs some 
explanation. Rebellion, of course, 
is a constant thing in one form 
or another. Men rebel against 
injustices, real or supposed, 
against the social system, poli- 
tical methods and, finally, against 
law and order. And although 
some of man’s revolts have had 
painful consequences, they are a 
sign of vigour and of health, and 
in them is the seed of progress. 
That is not to say all revolutions, 
political and otherwise, are right. 
Rebels may be misled, and 
fanatics there are who will 
attack and seek to wreck the 
soundest and sancst institutions. 
But inevitably all revolution isa 
struggle against some sort of 
discipline, though it may be 
originally directed against some- 
thing apparently entirely divore- 
ed from laws and the law's 
Wherever there is any 
attempt to govern there must be 
discipline, else the authority 


collapses and chaos results. A 


is one -who 
that discipline is 
essential to good order in his 
own and his neighbours’ lives, 
but, for one reason or another, 
even the best of citizens forgets 
that discipline is the essential in 
democratic as in other forms of 
government, and is misled into 
thinking that all discipline and 
all authority are handmaidens of 
The fallacy is 


good citizen 


obvious. 


“A good general is a good 
soldier and a good industrial 
executive is a gogd worker. 
That is to say both must have 
learned how to tnke orders and 
enrry them out. before they 
are capnble of giving them.

SUFFERS . 


Exporters Hurt By 
Restrictions On 
Imports 


Boycott Grows 
Formidable. 


(By Staff Reporter) 


* The total deficit, of Japan’s 
foreign trade from January to 
the middle of May this year is 
estimated at Yen123,185,000, 
according to an interesting 
nrticle on Japan's foreign trade 
appearing recently in the influen- 
tial Tokyo Asahi Shimbun, which 
gives the total importa in the 
period as Yoen1,029,693.000 and 
Yen906,688,000 respectively. In 
compnrison with the deficits of 
the same period in the past two 
yeurer, the present one, the article 


anya, is about 73.4 per cent jess 
than that of Inst year and about 
hO per cent less than that of 
1936. 

This decrense In deficit, the article 
goes on, ba apparently and mainly due 
to the severe government reatrictlon 
on imports and the limitation of the 
purchase of foreign exchange since 
the outbreak of the “Chinn Incident.” 
According to the provisional regula- 
tlons governing foreign exchange and 
Imports, any purchase of foreign 
exchunge over Yen 100 must be given 
government permission, and 269 hinds 
of foreign goods are banned from 
import since they are not necessities 
In the dally life of the nation during 
the “national crisis.” 

However, It in estimated that not 
more than a decrease of Yen 30,000, - 
000 in tmports per annum could have 
resulted from this ban on 260 forelan 
articles, [is the strict restriction 
imposed by the fovernment on {he 
importation of cotton, wool and tht. 
ver which ts responsible for the great 
decrease Jn imports in the first five 
months of this year, in which period 
the total jmport of cotton and wool Is 
worth upproximatcly Yon442,000,000 
less (han for the frat Ave months of 
This amvuunt represents 62

COTTON’S DROP 


Before the imposition of — the 
restrictions, the mverage Imports of 
cotton per month Just year were 
estimated at 1,743,000 piculs, while 
the average amount from January to 
April this year dropped to 670,000 
piculs, according to the Asahi 
Shimbun, 

“Beyond any doubt, the present 
improvement in deficit,” says the 
article, “Is duc to the Government's 
foreign trade policy. But the restric- 
tlon on imports, on the other hand, 
has also rendercd export decreases 
Mkely.” In the first five months of 
this year, continues the paper, the 
total of exports Is already Yen104,- 
988,000 less than In the same period 
last year, that Is, a drop of 17 per 
cent., unprecedented since 1932, 

As in cotton the tremendous cut 
in importation [s inevitably © 
heavy blow to the cotton industry. 
‘According to estimates made before 
the “incident” about 60 per cent, of 
the monthly Imports of cotton, that is 
‘approximately 1,045,000 piculs, was 
used for manufacturing cotton goods 
for export. With now only 070,000 
piculs of cotton imported per month 
it is only natural that the export of 
cotton goods has been greatly limited. 


WOOL INDUSTRY SUFFERS 


The wool industry has _— suffered 
even more from the restrictlons, In 
the firat three months of this year 
the total imports of wool were ubout 
126,000 piculs, while In the same 
period of last year the tatol was 
780,000. 

However, the decrense in export is 
not solely due to the restriction of 
raw materials from import, for the 
export of the products made of home 
materials has declined even more 
greatly, 

For example, the total export of 
xuw silk, canned foods, silk goods, 
porcelains, toys and timbers was 
valued at Yen 106,290,000 in the first 
four months of this year, or about 
¥40,590,000 less than that of the 

period Inst — year. That 

drop of 19.5 per cent, 
while the deerease in the 
export of cotton cloths, cotton yarns, 
woollen goods and Ienitting work: is 
only 8.2 per cent. 


PRIMARY CAUSES —- 


‘The writer gives the following 
three primary reasons for the general 
decrense in export, besides the 
yestriction on raw materials from im- 
port; firstly, the recrudescence of 
economic depression in the U.S.A, 
and Great Britain; secondly, the 
world-wide spread of anti-Japaoncse 

. boycott movement; ond thirdly, the 
increase of the cost of production 
resulting from the growth of the 
prices of domestic goods. 

The exports to America in the 
first’ three months of this year are 
taken og an example of how. foreign 
economle depression has influenced 
Japan's export. Tho total including 
raw ailic, sill knitting, various knitted 
‘goods, porcelaiys ond toys, was Yen 
00,010,000, an ‘4mount representing 
only 64 per cent, of the total in the 
same period Inst year. 

The trump card of the Japanese 
manufacturer in the ‘competition ‘for 
world markets 1s, the article says, 
the low cost of produetior.. With 
this advantage, Japan could defy the 
widespread anti-Japanese boycott 
and the general economic depression 
abroad, but unfortunately this ad-

A large area extending along 
the Lunghai line between Kai- 
feng and Lanfeng now has been 
turned into a vast sheet of roar- 
ing waters, driving a continuous 
stream of refugees westward to 
Chengchow, as a result of the 
Japanese breaking of the main 
Yellow River dykes north of the 
railway. 

Rushing through the wide gaps in 
the dykes burst by Japanese artil- 
Jery bombardment, the flvod, further 
swelled by continuous downpours 
duritig the last few days, swept hun- 
dreds of houses and inundated thou-~ 
annds of acres of farms, to create a 
cutastrophe unprecedented for many 
yenrs. 

Tens of thousands of refugees, most- 
ly women and children, have now 
arrived in the vicinity of Chengchow, 
destitute and deprived of all their 
worldly belongings, waiting for suc- 
cour, 

The Japanese action in flooding 
the Lunghal line aren, it is stated, 
was actuated by their fear of the 
activities of Chinese guerilla forces. 
By nundating these places, the 
Japanese hope the position of the 
fuerilas might become untenable. 

Enrly yesterday morning, a 
squadron of more than thirty Jupan- 
ese planes ralded a large arca south 
of the Yellow River with Chaotsun 
ns their malin target.
